THE DEPARTMENT heads' week-

With sentimental sadness, but a 
realistic view, members of Terre 
Haute's League of Women Voters 
unanimously chose to re-organize 
and become a unit at-large of the 
state league. 

The local group did disband, said 
Roberta Piper, who had served as 
treasurer. But members adamantly 
used the term reorganize, since they 
will continue an informal committee 
which will meet. periodically. 

Twelve members attended Satur- 
day's meeting, and all voted for the 
re-organization. 

Members said the league has had 
participation problems for several 
years. Working women do not have 
the time to devote to the preaniza- 
tion, Piper said. 

But the trend is «ешип па- 
tionwide. 

“So many leagues are in trouble 
the same way we are,” Piper said. 
"There's nothing wrong with us. But 
Society is changing, and the league 
has got to change with it." 

Because of the problem, the 
national organization is proposing to 
take over some of the work, such as 
research on issues, membership 
activities and administrative tasks. 
"They're trying to make it easier for 
the leagues to survive," Piper said. 

The new ad hoc group cannot vote 
on any league issues and will pay. 
dues to the state. The ad hoc group 
can still meet informally, and con- 
duct limited activities ^. 

Before the vote was taken, all 
members presented their views on 
the future of the league. The 
consensus was the group would have 
to formally disband — though they
